It is, of course, som ew hat difficult 


to convince the gardener or farm er, 


whose crops were ravaged by birds 


last Ju n e, that it is a sound invest­ 
ment to feed and protect birds over j 
winter. But the fact rem ains it is ; 
We may as well face the tru th of 
the situation with all inconsequent­ 
ial side argum ents removed. Man 
must have birds to aid him. W ith ­ 
out 
them 
he 
will 
ultim ately en ­ 
counter com plete and disastrous de­ 
feat at thp battleline against pre­ 
dacious insects. T he world has seen 
and 
recorded 
incontrovertible 
in ­ 
stances of this proposition. In the 
future, as in the past, a com munity 
without plenty of birds is a com ­ 
m unity riddled by insect pests. 
Once the well established fact is 
admitted th at birds are necessary 
to the m aintenance of civilization’s 
safety against insects which feed on 
m an’s food, it must then be agreed 
that man owes some m easures of 
protection to his feathered friends 
against their enem ies. T h is is noth­ 
ing more or less th an fair reci­ 
procity. It apparently is the only 
practical way in which the law of 
com pensation can operate between 
men and birds. 
W hat are birds’ greatest enem ies? 
W hat can citizens do to repay the 
alm ost incom prehensible debt owed 
to birds? 
First., man is the greatest enemy 
birdlife has. All other foes dwindle 
to insignificance beside m an and his 
continual ingratitude and even his 
actual assaults. Perhaps second on 
the enemy list is the one m an is 
solely responsible for — th e hom e­ 
less or uncontrolled house cat. Third 
most bird lovers list lack of ade­ 
quate winter food 
It is this need 
that

It will forever remain the wonder 
of most of us. why all disputes and 
disagreements cannot be settled fen 
a friendly spirit.
